Wadsworth raises money for animal shelter

Romulus City Councilman 
William Wadsworth has been 
chosen as The Romulus Roman 
Newsmaker of the Year 

In addition to serving his com¬ 
munity as an elected official for 
more than 22 years, Wadsworth 
has spearheaded efforts to raise 
money for a new city animal 
shelter 

While his efforts and cause 
are certainly laudable, it was his 
methods and tactics that afford¬ 
ed him the title. Wadsworth kept 
in mind the financial situation of 
the city and the residents. 

Despite the urging of many 
residents, he opted not to push 
for a millage election to fund the 
project, placing the burden on 
city taxpayers. 

He said he could not in good 
conscience support such a pro¬ 
posal. 

“I realize that there are more 
important issues facing our city,” 
he wrote in a letter to the media 


“We need a full-time fire depart¬ 
ment and expanded police and 
DPW services as well as new 
recreation and senior-citizens’ 
centers, and our excellent city 
workers deserve pay increases, 
too. I fully understand that there 
are no tax funds, at this time, to 
start this project 

“Yet we all know that our cur¬ 
rent shelter is far from adequate, 
and that is why we all must con¬ 
tinue to keep the cause alive and 
moving forward.” 

So a year ago he took matters 
into his own hands and started to 
raise funds on his own time. 

Last year, with the support of 
Mayor Alan Lambert and the rest 
of the city council members, 
Wadsworth established a fund, 
“Friends of the New Romulus 
Animal Shelter,” which allows 
the public to make tax- 
deductible donations toward 
building a new animal shelter 
without using tax dollars. 

“(Wadsworth) is a great guy 
and he fights for what he 
believes in,” Lambert said. “I’m 


proud to say that I’m a friend and 
supporter of his and that he is a 
friend and supporter of mine. 
We’re going to do everything that 
we can to get him his shelter” 

Since then, Wadsworth said 
they have raised almost $60, 000 
in cash, as well as approximately 
$40,000 in pledges of labor and 
materials from local businesses. 

He said he is overwhelmed by 
the support of the community 
and, because there isn’t enough 
space to print everyone's name, 
wants to thank everybody (you 
know who you are) who has gra¬ 
ciously donated money, time and 
energy to the project thus far 

Although they have come this 
far. there is still a lot of money to 
raise for a project estimated at 
$300,000 to complete. Wads¬ 
worth said they are still looking 
for donations and hope they can 
start construction in 2005. 

Individuals who donate $500 
or more will be recognized on a 
memorial plaque that will be 
hung at the new shelter when the 
project is complete. Those that 


give $25 or more will earn recog¬ 
nition in a book of friends.

Senior citizens receive new center 


Hazardous waste well 
project temporarily stalled

The new Romulus Senior 
Center, weather permitting, 
could be one tiny step closer to 
1 completion before the New Year 
i begins. 

“Crews are out there working 
as we speak,” said Mayor Alan 
j Lambert last Wednesday. “I 
understand that they will try to 


lay the foundation before it gets 
too cold.” 

After the city released the 
final funds from the Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development on Nov. 22, they 
hosted a special senior ground¬ 
breaking ceremony and the pro¬ 
ject got under way during the 
first week of December 

The project, which received 
the green light from the Romulus 


City Council in August, includes 
the construction of a 14,000- 
square-foot plus senior center, 
with administrative offices, a 
kitchen, library, family room, 
conference/club room, billiards/ 
game room, multi-purpose rooms 
and a meeting room. 

The new building will be a 
huge upgrade from the current

Romulus citizens, along with 
the rest of the downriver area 
received an early Christmas pre¬ 
sent when Environmental 
Disposal Systems (EDS) unex¬ 
pectedly withdrew its controver¬ 
sial petition to operate a nearby 
hazardous waste injection well 
earlier this month. 

For months now, EDS has 
been obtaining the proper per¬ 
mits to operate two wells located 
in Romulus that would pump 
more than 240,000 gallons of haz¬ 
ardous waste daily below the sur¬ 
face of Romulus and Taylor. 

Politicians on the local and 
state level have been fighting to 
deny EDS those same permits 
for more than 12 years. 

However. EDS unexpectedly 
withdrew from the application 
process for the last permit need¬ 
ed to get the well operational. 

“I can’t imagine a better 
Christmas gift to the people of 
Romulus then the news that they 
may not be forced to share their 


community with a hazardous 
waste facility,” said Sen. Ray 
Basham (D-Taylor). “The envi¬ 
ronmental risks involved with 
this project were a concern to 
the entire downriver region.” 

He said EDS submitted a let¬ 
ter to the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
and officially withdrew its appli¬ 
cation when regulators discov¬ 
ered defective equipment and 
structures on the facility— 
including an inadequately con¬ 
structed containment wall. The 
wells, which are about 4,200 feet 
below the surface, if ever opera¬ 
tional could hold hazardous liq¬ 
uid wastes—including acids and 
heavy metals such as mercury, 
chromium and nickel. 

“EDS submitted a profession¬ 
al certification that their haz¬ 
ardous wastes facility was con¬ 
structed in compliance with the 
permit requirements, but that 
simply was not the case,” 
Basham added. ‘The problems 
discovered by DEQ regulators

The Environmental Protection 
Agency renewed the underground injec¬ 
tion control permits for Environment 
Disposal Systems (EDS). 

The permits would allow EDS to dis¬

The goofy: 

Back in September, Councilman 
Charles Miller abruptly resigned from 
the city council during a dispute about 
the city water shut-off policy. Two weeks 
later he changed his mind and attempt¬ 
ed to rescind his resignation. But the 
council voted to accept the resignation 
until further investigation was conduct¬ 
ed, which left a seat open. He was later 
re-appointed to the council to finish out 
his term.

Citizens of Romulus circulated a peti¬ 
tion to put the senior center project to 
vote. 

Their concern was that if there wasn’t 
enough to pay for the bonds then the 
funds would have to come from the city 
general fund or the taxpayers. The 
money actually came from two sources, 
a Community Development Block Grant 
fund for $2.1 million and the Downtown 
Development Authority provided $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

It wouldn’t cost the community a 
penny but if the citizens put it to a vote it 
would cost the city' - as ia the taxpayers 
- $12,000-$15,000.

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Historic freight house finds new home at park

Another historic event for 2004 was the 
move of the 100-year-old Wabash Freight 
House to the growing Romulus Historic 
Park last month. 

There it will undergo a restoration 
process that will include a new roof and 
repairs to the walls, floor and rafters. A 
500 square-foot deck with a handicap ramp 
leading toward the C&O caboose will also 
be constructed as a part of the restoration, 
according to Mark J. Lewkowicz, chairman 
of the Romulus Historical Commissioa 

“The railroad was an important part of 
Romulus’ history and this is the only 
remaining building from the station,” he 
said. “We thought we needed to save it and 
move it to the park.” 

The freight house is considered the only 
surviving railroad structure from the turn 
of the century, according to Lewkowicz. 
He said there were five buildings that 
served the railroad at the time and the 
freight house was the only surviving edi¬ 
fice. 

Through its long history, the 100-year- 
old house is now in its third locatioa It 
was constructed prior to 1907 and original¬ 
ly located on a wye (three switches 


arranged at the comers of a triangle that 
can be used to reverse the direction of a 
train engine) that connected the Wabash 
line to the Pere Marquette line, according 
to Lewkowicz. 

The building was first moved to the for¬ 
mer location near the Harris Lumber 
Yard, which was located at 36036 Goddard 
Road, and eventually became Johnson 
Riel and Supply. There, the building was 
used as a storage facility. 

hi July 1998, Tbm Fraser purchased the 
building from Romulus Johnson but by 
August 2002 the entire complex was slated 
for demolitioa Lewkowicz and the rest of 
the Romulus Historical Commission along 
with the City of Romulus came to the res¬ 
cue. 

An official from the Railroad Station 
Historical Society Inc., in Toledo, OH 
inspected the building, according to 
Lewkowicz. After the positive identifica¬ 
tion, the commission took the next step 
and secured funds for the move 

With the city behind the project, they 
made a request to Wayne County for a com¬ 
munity development block grant to fund 
the project early in 2003. 

In September of this year, the county 
finally received permission from HUD to 
commence with the project 


With the restoration on the freight near¬ 
ly complete there are still other additions 
and maintenance improvements that are 
still needed. But the funds are running low. 

Lewkowicz said anyone who donates at 
least $500 to the project would have his or 
her name inscribed on a plaque that will 
be located in the building. 

The building, when complete, will serve 
as a 1,000 square-foot enclosed structure 
for the museum grounds and could be 


used as an entertainment area during 
many of the citywide events throughout 
the year. 

“Let’s hope it stays here in the park for 
another 100 years,” Lewkowicz said.

were considerable and would 
have posed a serious public 
health risk if the facility had 
been allowed to open. This 
clearly reinforces the concerns 
we have raised all along chal¬ 
lenging the integrity and trust¬ 
worthiness of the individuals 
associated with this project” 

The EDS project has been 
scrutinized since its inception 
during the Engler administration 


will be about 4,000 square feet 
They may still share a common 
entrance, though. 

The current senior center will 
be demolished after the new cen¬ 
ter is completed and ready for 
occupancy and used as the park¬ 
ing lot for the new center 

The project will cost about 
$3.1 million, according to Tim 
Keyes, economic development 
director but it won’t cost taxpay¬ 
ers a penny. 

The funds for the senior cen¬ 
ter project are coming from two 
areas, which were both approved 


and the problems have not gone 
unnoticed. 

“The fact that EDS did not 
build its facility to construction 
permit safeguards gives us a very 
real reason to suspect that the 
company is not a reliable actor,” 
said Congressman John DingelL 

It may be an early Christmas 
present but the city may have to 
make continuing the fight their 
New Year’s resolutioa The good 
news may be just a speed bump 
along the road to shutting the 
project down completely. 

“EDS didn’t just walk away 
from the project,” said Timothy 


by the city council, according to 
Keyes. They first received $2.1 
million from a Community 
Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) and the other $1 million 
is coming from the Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA). 

The center is expected to be 
complete in November 2005. 

“I just hope that this new cen¬ 
ter brings more seniors out to 
enjoy all that the city has to 
offer,” said Lambert in an earlier 
interview. “Staying active is so 
important, especially for the 
seniors in our community.” 


Keyes, economic development 
director for Romulus. “Rather 
than be denied the permit they 
withdrew from the process.” 

EDS will try to fix the prob¬ 
lems and then resubmit for the 
permit, according to Keyes. The 
delay will buy time, at least 6-8 
months, for Romulus officials 
and state legislators to look at 
other avenues to legally shut the 
project down, he said. 

“Every day we don’t have 
waste in the ground is a good day

As excited as Romulus city offi¬ 
cials and residents are for the casi¬ 
no and racetrack projects to get 
under way, they may have to wait a 
little longer Both projects have hit 
roadblocks. 

Last week, word filtered down 
from the Office of the Racing 
Commissioner (ORC) that there 
will be no decision regarding the 
issuance of the racing license until 
next year. 

“There won’t be a license 
issued this year,” said Mayor Alan 
Lambert “The current commis¬ 
sioner is going out and he is leav¬ 
ing it up to the new one to make 
the decisioa” 

The forerunner in the race for 
a license was Magna 
Entertainment Corp. (MEC) that 
proposed the Michigan Downs 
racetrack and entertainment facil¬ 
ity in Romulus. 

Magna proposed a $100 million 
development on more than 200 
acres of land located just off the I- 
94 Vining Road exit that would 
include a racetrack, clubhouse, 
entertainment facility and a 
regional retail center back in June. 

Magna officials estimated that 
the development would bring 
about 3,300 jobs to Romulus, 1,200 
of those direct jobs at the race¬ 
track. 

The track and retail portion of 
the project during a 12-year peri¬ 
od, is expected to create $70 mil¬ 
lion in tax revenues for Romulus, 
as well as $10 million in breakage 
funds. 

The plan also calls for a 
170,000-square foot pavilion that 
would be open year-round. Within 
the entertainment complex there 
will be a formal restaurant where 
patrons can get a gourmet meal 
but also a number of concession 
stands and different bars through¬ 
out the complex. The complex 
would also offer entertainment 


such as live comedy, dinner the¬ 
atre or music concerts. 

Magna is currently at the build¬ 
ing permit stage but nothing can 
happen until the track license is 
received from the state. 

There are seven operational 
racetracks in Michigan and there 
are currently four companies 
vying for the one remaining 
license that will be issued for the 
greater Metro Detroit area. 
However, Lambert feels that 
Magna, which is still 100 percent 
attached to the project, has the 
best chance 

“They are the only qualified 
ones to get it,” he said. “None of 
the other applicants have any 
experience in racing” 

The casino proposed by the 
Sault Ste. Marie Tribe of 
Chippewa Indians is somewhere 
in political limbo. 

“The tribe is still moving for¬ 
ward with the casino,” Lambert 
said. ‘They still want to make it 
happen and want to get it done. It 
just takes a long time to get some¬ 
thing done in Washington.” 

Tribal leaders presented ideas 
for a proposed casino to the city 
council in October. 

The proposal includes a $350 
million casino, conference center, 
golf course and hotel, which they 
believe would bring an anticipated 

17.500 people to Romulus each 
day. It would have more than 2,500 
slot machines and 90 table games. 
And they estimated that the casi¬ 
no, which would sit on 40 acres of 
not-yet-disclosed land, would add 

3.500 jobs to the city. 

Romulus could stand to receive 
an estimated $6 million in slot rev¬ 
enues each year if they get 
approval from Congress. 

The tribe currently owns and 
operates five casinos, including 
the Kewadin Casinos located in 
the Upper Peninsula and 15 non¬ 
gaming businesses. They also 
share 95 percent ownership in the 
Greektown Casino in Detroit 
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FRiTTS, Donald Edward 

Donald Edward Fritts, 56, of 
Belleville, formerly of 
Rockwood, died Dec. 12. 

Among his survivors are his 
wife of 38 years, Karen Marie 
(Baker) Fritts; a daughter, 
Rebecca (Scott) Ulbick of Milan;

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Just between us 

Well, another year is in the history books. 

It’s hard to believe the year went by so quickly, and it’s hard to 
believe, sometimes, that so much has happened during that seeming¬ 
ly short period of time. 

But that’s the case in western Wayne County, as it is everywhere 
else. And, like in years past, some of the things that transpired have 
been good, others not so good and some things have been down right 
peculiar 

In these pages this week, we’ve tried to point out some of the things 
that we think went well, awry or otherwise as well as to take a peak 
into the future and see what we think is on the way. 

The end of the year is a good time to do that, of course. It’s a time 
when things traditionally slow down, when we all, individually, look 
back on the year that was and on how we hope to improve ourselves 
for the coming year 

We hope that these things are taken in the spirit in which they are 
intended: as a fond look back and an optimistic look forward. Sure, 
some things have happened that left us scratching our heads, but 
when is that ever not the case? 

Everyone has some challenges to face in the year to come, person¬ 
al and professional But that’s a good thing It’s what makes life inter¬ 
esting It’s what drives us. 

We do have one request as we all individually or in groups tackle 
the issues on our respective horizons: that we concentrate less on the 
blame for the cause of whatever issue we’re taking on, and more of 
the solution. There’s no reason we can’t all work together to solve 
common problems, and all be better because of it 

After all, the distance between where we are and where we want 
to be only leaves room for us to grow. 

Look dose to home for help 

Though it’s very good news that crime - especially murder - is down 
in the city of Inkster, the killings in 2004 are likely to be remembered for 
another reason. 

It seems this year, an unprecedented number boys under the age of 18 
were arrested for these heinous crimes. A 17-year-old and 14-year-old 
are facing murder charges - the first as an adult and the second as a 
juvenile - for hatching a plan to torch Alexander’s Gun Range. 

In another case, two boys - 16 and 17 years old at the time they 
allegedly committed the crime - were recently bound over for trial in 
felony murder charges for the 2002 shooting of Dennis Androyna in what 
police believe was a botched robbery attempt 

Now, it should be said that as we have covered Inkster, we have met 
many great young people who have gone on to college, or entered the 
workplace, where they became contributors to the city and other com¬ 
munities. They are to be commended. 

There are also community leaders who have stepped up to help 
young people out of bad situations brought on by poverty and other eco¬ 
nomic and social ills. Ronald Matthews operates a male mentoring pro¬ 
gram that serves 25 boys every week, teaching them some of the lessons 
they should be getting at home: respect for elders, their parents, their 
teachers and their community. 

But there is the sense that it’s not enough. Some people blame law 
enforcement because they don’t focus nearly enough on prevention. 
Others blame city leaders for not creating an atmosphere conducive to 
counteracting unemployment Some blame the schools for not stressing 
common values. Fbr sure, these entities play a role, but the situation is 
not really of their making

spective when he told me a sur¬ 
prising detail from the past of the 
township. He was a township 
trustee and supervisor before he 
was elected to the bench, and 
told me that when he was first on 
the board of trustees, they met in 
a house basement. How the 
times have changed in those 
short decades, as Northville has 
grown into one of the most 
sought-after communities in 
which to live. 

In Wayne, the police station is 
part of an ongoing municipal pro¬ 


ject that also 
brought the 
city a new 
department of public works facil¬ 
ity and a new fire statioa It’s not 
done yet, either. The next stage is 
for the old police department, 
building to be torn down and 
replaced with a parking lot that 
will serve the Wayne Senior 
Activity Center and the munici¬ 
pal court that bookend it After 
that, renovations are on tap for 
the courthouse itself to address 
security concerns among other 
issues. 

Northville, too, saw the con¬ 
struction of a new fire depart¬ 
ment and work is currently 
under way - and going like gang- 
busters - to transform the old 
township hall into an expanded 
police department 

Things are falling into place 
like dominoes. 

It might be easy to pass up on 
one of these things, individually, 
but put them together and it’s !

New law will govern ‘junk’ car disposal

New legislation might help 
property owners clean up their 
land and ease the burden on law 
enforcement agencies at the 
same time. 

The law, which is awaiting sig¬ 
nature from Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm, would give property 
owners more authority to 
remove abandoned or ‘junk’ 
automobiles from their property, 
according to State Rep. James 
Koetje (R-Walker), the primary 
sponsor. 

The Michigan Vehicle Code 
currently stipulates that t a 
police agency has to determine if 
any abandoned vehicle has been 
stolen and make arrangements 
for removal. 

The bill would change that to 
allow municipalities to use a des¬ 
ignated agent or company to 
oversee the towing if the vehicle 
is on public property. It also 
allows property owners to con¬ 
tact a towing company directly, if 
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It gives pnvate property owners a more efficient and

“It gives private property own¬ 
ers a more efficient and effective 
remedy to deal with the blight of 
abandoned vehicles on their 
property,” Koetje said. “It also 
allows the police, who were pre¬ 
viously the go-to people for aban¬ 
doned vehicles, the ability to 
concentrate their money and 
manpower on public protection 
and tracking down criminals.” 

Police departments would 
still have to be notified before 
the cars were towed so they can 
determine if they had been 
reported stolen. An effort must 
be made to contact the regis¬ 


tered owner of the vehicle, too, 
and allow for a 48-hour window 
for them to remove the vehicle 
before it’s towed. 

It requires violators to pay an 
additional $40 fee to the 
Abandoned Vehicle Fluid to help 
pay for the program. 

It’s part of a package of bills 
that includes Senate Bill 1171, 
which defines abandoned auto¬ 
mobiles as litter. Violators would 
face a fine of between $500 and 
$2,500, depending on the condi¬ 
tion of the car

Transitions from stage play to lilm and vice versa - are usually 
stunning successes or dismal failures. 

One only has to look at Chicago of four years ago to see a success¬ 
ful transition from stage to film. Go back to 1982, however, and 
remember how much the film version of Annie was reviled by 
critics and audiences alike. You gel the picture. 

Now. Andrew Lloyd Webber's epic stage production. The 
Phantom of the 0}Kin has hit the big screen in a big way 

In the film version, neither Michael Crawford or Sarah 
Brightman. who originated the stage roles, were Maim'd (most 
likely because of their ages and in Brightman s case, the nasty 
divorce from Webber). We meet the film Christine Daae 
(Emmy Rossum) when she is an 18-year-old living at the Paris 
Opera House, where she is a chorus girl. 

But Christine gets her shot at the big lime after the highly- 
strung diva Carlotta (Minnie Driver) has a lusty lit and refuses 
to perform in the company's production of Hannibal, a Puccini 
opera. Christine steps in for Carlotta. and gets rave reviews 
from audiences - and the brilliant but physically deformed 
musician who lives in the basement of the great theater. 

The phantom (Gerald Butler), however, has more than a 
mere professional interest in the young Christine, even though 
she lias a boyfriend, Raoul (Patrick Wilson). This sets up a love 
triangle with disastrous results that will not bo revealed here to 
those unfamiliar with file story. 

Like other costume films of recent years, the look of 
Phantom is sumptuous, if a little foreboding’ The film does a 
good job of capturing what had to be the grandeur of the Paris 
opera. At its height, the opera house was home to about 300 
dancers, singers, performers and artists. 

The film stays true to the original story, written by Gaston 
Leroux. What isn't spoken as the film hits screens is that the actu¬ 
al story’ of the phantom has been filmed at least twice before, once 
by Italian horror film maverick Dario Argenlo only last year, with 
former dancer Julian Sands as the phantom. 

British studio Hammer Films envisioned the film in 1962. with 
director Terrance Fisher at the helm, and actor Heibert Lorn in the 
title role. The story was one of Hammer’s highest grossing films. 

What makes this version more enduring is that Webber and the 
film's director. Joel Schumacher, sex' the film as gothic tale of tragic 
love, as opposed to a horror story, which is apparent in both the 
Argento and Fisher versions. 

The best part of the movie is the' musical score, which is the same 
as die play. All in all (and all is about 2 hours and 25 minutes), the 
Phantom of the Opem is worth seeing, especially ifyou like music of the
